GRANTING COMMISSIONS AND CERTIFICATES

. ""Every person serving in any official relationship with the Boy Scouts 
of America shall subscribe to the statement of religious principle, the 
Scout Oath and law, and the Bylaws. Each such person either shall be 
a citizen of the United States or shall satisfy one of the following 
alternative requirements if applicable to him: (a) A person other 
than a member of the Executive Board or a regional chairman (all of 
whom must be citizens of the United States) shall legally declare his 
intention to become a citizen of the United States; (b) A visiting alien, 
whether adult or minor, shall satisfy the requirements of Article XVI, 
Section 6*, Clause 4 of the Bylaws.
